The expense of publication was defrayed from 
the proceeds of an estate left for the purpose by Sibthorp aided by the 
contributions of fifty subscribers, to which number the edition was 
limited. According to Lowndes not more than twenty of the sub¬ 
scribers lived to fulfil their obligation. The property was bequeathed 
by Colonel Sibthorp to the University of Oxford, by whom it was 
transferred to Henry Bohn, who issued the work in a plain half green 
morocco. It is estimated that not more than 65 copies were produced 
in all. The plates were engraved by Sowerby after Bauer’s drawings. 
In the original issue the plates were ooloured by Sowerby or under 
his direction; in the later issue the work was done by contemporary 
colourists.
